At  the  beginning  of  the  1946  football  season,  too  much  wasn't  known  or  expected  of 
the  Cvelones.  The  starting  lineup  was  composed  of  5  lettermen,  Zrakas,  Womble,  Mat- 
tox, Newsome,  and  Speight;  4  Veterans,  Hawkins,  }4acknev,  Shaw,  and  Beaman,  and 
one  bov  from  the  Junior  team,  Da\'is.  The  backfield  averaged  140  pounds  and  the  line 
a\eraged  170.  In  the  first  game  the  Cvelones,  after  leading  7-6  until  the  final  five 
minutes,  became  exhausted  and  dropped  a  nineteen  to  seven  game  to  Greensboro.  The 
Cvelones  then  caught  fire  and  won  four  games  in  a  row.  Thev  defeated  Goldsboro, 
Oxford  Orphanage,  Raleigh  and  Henderson.  Then  on  an  off  night,  thev  dropped  a  7-6 
game  to  Durham.  After  defeating  Favette\ille  and  Wilmington,  thev  dropped  a  poorly 
plaved  game  to  Rockv  Mount  7-0.  After  losing  a  game  to  Staunton  Military  Academy, 
the  Cyclones  then  met  Favettexille  in  a  plav-ofF  game  and  defeated  them  14-7  to  cop 
the  eastern  class  AA  Championship.  After  Greensboro  failed  to  put  in  an  appearance 
for  the  state  championship  game  scheduled  for  Wilson,  the  North  Carolina  Association 
forfeited  the  State  Championship  to  Wilson  bv  the  score  of  1-0.  This  is  the  second 
time  within  three  years  that  the  Cyclones  have  won  the  State  Championship;  thus  the 
Cyclones  wound  up  a  successful  season,  winning  eight  games  and  losing  only  three.
